vieh, constantly demanding attention of 
some sort or other 

It must always be remembered that 
time hangs heavy on the hands of the 
Mttle Invalid, particularly when re- 
covering from a long illness which 
means many Gays spent in bed. 

Bome mothers seem Inspired, knowing 
exactly what to do to amuse their 
children, but others will welcome any 
suggestion which will help wile away 


the tedious hours. Nine times out of ten 
some simple home-made toy will prove 
more interesting than expensive ones 
from the shop. 

A bran-ple will amuse a child when 
everything else fails. Buy a quantity 
of bran or sawdust and piace it in a 
pasteboard box.

thereon at the rate of six per centum per annum and the said debentures and 
coupons shall be made payable at The Union Bank of Canada, Bassano, Alberta.

The Talon was three hours out 
from Hongkong and was just outside 
British quarters and entering the Can- 
ton river delta, whcn the pirates rose. 
They killed the Chinese steersman, 
and having thus held the steamer up, 
seized Captain Holmes, Chief OfMicer 
Cornwall ind Engineer Macartney, 
whom they tied up securely. 

They attempted to burn a women 
missionary’s cabin with rags soaked 
in paraffine, and having stolen all her. 
money, amoun'‘ng to $80, ard her gold 
watch, took her into the saloon, The 
woman prevailed on the pirates not to 
harm the European officers. 

The pirates ©.{lled one and wounded 
four passengers all Chinese: ransack- 
ed the officers’,cabins, stealing $170 
in cash, besides a quantity of valu- 
ables, and secured a_ consiferable 
amount of booty from the passengers.

and carried off the ship's lights and 
stands of .rms and ammunition.

Mr. Justice 
Gibson received a pair of white gloves 
from the sub-sheriff at Kilkenny on 
Baturday—the first presented to him 
during an experience of twenty-five 
years, Mr. Justice Ross was in 
Cork city on the same day. Only two 


of larceny anf robbery—in a great 
community of 100,000 people, and the 
judge spoke warmly, almost affection- 
ately of the southern capital as pos- 
sessing an atmosphére that one did 
not always find about other cities in 
Ireland. At Roscommon county 
Judge Wakely also received a pair o 
white gloves on Saturday. Bo the 
tale has been told throughout Ireland 
—from Derry, Antrim and Down to 
the ends of the south and west. 

The emigration from Ireland, ao- 
cording to the annual report of the 
registrar general showed a decrease 
of 1,229, the figures being 15,675 males 
and 14,124 females, making a total of 
29,799. Since 1851, when the collect- 
fon of returns commenced—and it 
must be remembered that the famine 
years preceding drove out thousands 
—the total number of emigrants 
amount to 2,207,687 males and 2,039,- 
723 females; making the enormous 
total of 4,247,360. 

The United States was the destina- 
Uon of 20,466 emigrants, in compari- 
son with an average of 21,388 for the 
four preceding years. Emigration 
to Canada showed an increase of 310. 
The number of emigrants to South 
Africa was 147, ag against 118. The 
emigrants to Australia numbered 842, 
as against 765, and those to New Zea- 
land 189, as againet 166. 

The number of natives of Ireland 
who emigrated with the intention of 
settling permanently in Great Britain 
in 1912 was 1,867, The highest pro- 
vinclal rate was 10.6 per 1000 of the 
population for Connaught; Ulster 
came next with a rate of 7.5 and the 
rates for Munster and Leinster were 
respectively 6.9 and 8.3 per 1000. 
The number of emigrants who embark- 
ed ag steerage passengers to the Unit- 
ed States was 19,867, and of these 
5,762 had their passage pald for in 
America. 

Had. there been no emigration from 


normal increase in population would 
have been at the rate of 26,000 each 
year. But, with the single exception 
of 1908, the drain of emigration ex- 
ceeded the normal increase of popula- 
tion by, on an average, 4,000 every 
year. Worse still, the bulk of the 
emigrants consists of persons between 
the ages of 15 and 35 the perlod when 
they would be of the greatest econo- 
mic value to the nation. However, 
the drain of emigration has, since 
1851-61, decreased in each ‘subsequent 
decade, and there {6 good reason to 
hope that when the next census is 
taken Ireland will be able to show an 
increasing population. 

Citizens of Ireland's capital met in 
the Mansion House last week under 
the chairmanship of Ireland's first cit- 
izen, the lord mayor of Dublin. They 
did not hold a public meeting. Ad- 
dresses were delivered by the lord 
mayor, John Dillon, M.P., and Joseph 
Devlin, M.P., but the business of the 
hour was to inaugurate the hame rule 
fund for 1913 in the metropolis and 
before the proceedings terminated the 
sum of $6,500 nad been subscribed 
by those present. Thus, Dublin 
broke its own record—a great feet 
when the patriotic generosity of its 
citizens last year {se remembered, and 
{t must be noted that the $6,500 raised 
so readily is only the nucleus of Dub- 
lin's contribution to the fund. Those 
who had been circulating the falie- 
hoods that the Iris:. people were not 
home rulers at fieart, and that only 
a few agitators kept the movement 
alive, may not have the grace to feel 
ashamed of themselves—but they will 
surely muster up erough prudence to 
abandon pretense 46 glaringly untrue 
and ridiculously untenable. 

As Dublin bas begun, so Irelard 
will continue. She stands either to 
realize her nvutional aspirations with- 
in the next twelve months or 60, or, 
if the fates are unkind, to have all the 
hopes of tcia’ Cashed to the ground, 
and the prospect of another period of 
agitation and turmoil opened up fcr 
her. At dhe present moment every- 
thing points to victory for the home 
rule bill. And the home rule Dill 
means the best constitution Ireland 
ever possessed, from whatever stand- 
point the bill is considered. Fac- 
tionism may attack the finance of the 
bill, but the Irish party and the Irish 
people are satisfied that the financtal 
settlement is just and reasonable, un, 
der the circumstances, and gives our 
country a fair, even an _ excellent 
chance of retrieviig its prosperity.

FRANCE TO HAVE TROOPS

In Making a New Army 

Paris, France.— For some time 
Past there has been a very strong feel- 
ing in France, among those responsi- 
ble for her safety, that the colonial 
army and ths oolonial government 
generally need reorganization, and ef- 
forts will be made to makeof Algiers, 
Tunis, and ultimately Morocco, some 
thing even better than colonies. 

Nothing is known of the details of 
the scheme which {s under consider 
ation, but it is understood that the 
broad lines are those of the anctent 
Roman colonization.

@rea of forest not included therein. 
In such areas there are in addition 
twelve patrol divisions each under 
charge of @ chief fire ranger. 

On each of the forests, houses have 
been erected for the forest rangers 
so that they may be close to their 
work and give it careful supervision. 
At different points throughout the for 
est, huts have been erected as head- 
quarters for summer patrols and in 
some of the more inaccessible dis- 
tricts. 470 miles of trails and roads 
have been con:tructed so as to make 
the reserves more accessiblu. 10 
bridges have been constructed, and 
100 miles of telephone have Leen put 
{n operation. A much enlarged pro- 
gramme of such improvement work 
bas been lald out for the coming year. 

A conference of the Inspectors was 
recently held at Ottawa to plan the 
work for the comi’g season and the 
construction work on the reserves will 
be pushed as rapidly as poss!::'~ so as 
to have the reserves made |!mmure 
from fire, as they are in Europe, in 
the shortest possible time.

——BYLAW NO. 36 


A BYLAW of the Town of Bassano to provide tor borrowing $5000.00 upon 
debentures to pay for the construction and equipment of a municipal hospital in 
the Town of Lassano. 

Whereas the Municipal Council of the Town of Bassano deem it necessary to 
construct and equip a Municipal Hospital in the Town of Bassano, 

And Whereas the Council have deemed it advisable to spend 
$5000.00 for the purpose and to the extent aforesaid. 

AND WHEREAS in order to carry into execution the said objects, it will be 
necessary for the said Council to issue debentures of the corporation of the Town of 
Bassano for the sum of $5,000.00 and the said Counci) has decided that the indebt- 
edness thus created be spread oyer a period of ten (10) y, are and bear interest at 
the rate of six (6) per centum per annum. 

AND WHEREAS there is required to be raised in each and every year for ten 
yeara the sum of $300.00 to pay the interest on the said amount and the sum of | 
$416 46 to form a sinking fund for the payment of the principal money. 

AND WHEREAS the amount of rateable property of the said Municipality ac- 
cording to the last revised assessment roll is $1,455.770.00 

AND WHEREAS the total existing debt of the municipality outside of the debt 
for the current expenses of the year is the sum of one hundred ,fifty-one thousand 
five hundred dollars ($151,500.00), no part of which is arrears. 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient that this By-Law should take effect on the 
fonal passing thereof. 

NOW THEREFORE the Municipal Council of the Town of Bassano, duly 
assembled, enacts as follows: 

1. That the Mayor and Secretary-Treasurer of the Town of Bassano are hereby 
authorised and empowered to borrow on behalf of the ‘Town a sum or sume of 
money not exceeding the sum of $5,000.00. 

2. That the said sum shall be expended for the construction of the said Hos- 
pital and the equipment thereof and for the purpose of raising the said loan one or 
more debentures of not{less than $100.00 each of the said Town, not to exceed in 
the aggregate the sum of $5,000.00 as aforesaid, shall be issued, each of which de- 
bentures shall be dated 2n the day of the issue thereof and shall be payable at the 
end of ten (10) years and that coupons shall be attached to the said debentures for 
the half-yearly interest thereon at the rate of six (6) per centum per annum and 
the said debentures and couyons shall be made payable at the Union Bank of 
Canada, Bassano, Alberta. 

3. The said Debentures shall be signed by the Mayor and Secretary-Treasurer 
of the Town of Bassano and sealed with the seal of the Corporation of the Town of 
Bassano and the said coupons shall bear the lithographed or printed or stamped 
signatures of the Mayor and Secretary-Treasurer aforesaid. 

4.—During the currency of the said debt there shall be raised annually by 
special rate over and above all other rates on all the rateable property of the Town 
of Bassano the sum of $716.46, being the amonnt required to pay the interest on 
the said debt in each and every year and to form a sinking fund for the payment 
ot the principal money at the end of the said period of ten (10) years. 

5. This By-Law shall take effect and come into force on the final passing 
thereof. 

6. The votes of the qualified burgesses of the Town of Bassano shall be taken 
on the 20th day of Juve A. D. 1913 in the Council Chamber on Fourth Street in 
the Town ot Bassano, commencing at the hour of ten o'clock in the forenoon and 
continuing to the hour of seven o'clock in the afternoon onthe same day and the 
returning officer for taking the said votes shall be George Brenton Rowley Bond. 

7, The said couneil chamber at the hour of 10 o'clock in the forenoon on Sat- 
urday the 21st day of June A. D. 1913 is the place and time when the said Return- 
ing Officer shall sum up the number of votes for and against the By-Law, 

8, The said by-law shall be finally considered by the Council of the Town of 
Bassano and if the same shall have been assented to by the Burge.ses, shall then 
be passed on the 23rd day of June A. D, 1913 atthe hour of 8 o’clock in the even- 
ing at the said Council Chamber. 

Read a first Gnd second time in open Council this 19th day of May A. D. 1913.”
